Uallway Itrlilice Illown Cp With Dynamite 
nuU h Frcleht Tratn lieitiolivhi-il, 
Wichita. Kan., July 14. — The adverse 
decision of the Oklahoma supreme 
court in the attempt by the towns of 
South Enid and Bond Creek to compel 
the Rock Island railroad to build de- 
jxxts and stop trains has been quickly 
followed by an out rage which, hut for 
accident, would have probably resulted 
in a fearful sacrifice of human life. 

At 4:20 Friday morning a mile south 
of Enid, the Rock Island bridge was 
blown up with dynamite and a freight 
traio was demolished. Tiie engine 
and a couple of cars had passed safely 
over, when the dynamite exploded, 
hurling the train from the track. The j 
thirty cars were piled in the ditch, and | 
Brakeman Conlry and Harry Lyon, a 
tramp, were badly injured. , 

Tile dynamite was evidently intended ' 
for the regular north-bonnd passenger I 
train from Texas, reaching the seenc I 
thirty minutes later, and which, hut I 
for the accident of the freight blocado ' 
caused by the strike necessitating the ' 
running of the extra freight, would 
have been the first to enter this hor- 
rible trap. 

The blowing up of the Rock Island 
bridge and train at Enid was followed 1 
about noon by the total demolition of 
the railroad bridge just uortli of Bond 
cris-k. the other government town site 
that is fighting for railroad facilities. 

Much of the truck between Bond 
Creek and Kniil lias been torn up. and 
the people of both places express a de- 
termination to have depots or no rail- | 
roads. 

The Rock Island officials hare on lied 
on the governor for troops, and the lat- ' 
ter lias requested the commandant at 
Ft. Reno to send a company of United 
btates soldiers without delay.

Nothing remains now but • •..ho 
last sad rites." and these will consist 
of the withdrawal of trxsips within sev- 
eral days, the regular resumption of 
freight and passenger tfains. and a 
normal condition of things generally 
in Chieago and elsewhere. 

All this was foreshadowed Thursday 
night, when the Fcdera : l m of Trades , 
deelineil to jump'nelter-skeiter into the 
fray. Debs and his followers bad hop- i 
ed to carry the fe.l-.-ra' ’.un men off their 
feet with a cyclone of cl -queuce, but 
it failed to work. 

As a net result of the boycott wo ' 
have thousands of men out of jobs, the 
government put to an expense of over 
ol.WlU 0U0 ill keeping the peace, ai d , 
Cook county mulcted for probably 
S2,0h0.000 for ears a:nl other railroad 
property destroyed within its limits. 

It is estimated that the combined ! 
loss of the various roads centering in i 
the city caused by the strike will 1 
amount to over t-3.ooo.oiM. 

This loss is caused by decrease ill ! 
earnings from traffic alone and does I 
not include the loss caused by destruc- 
tion of property. Seme of the loss, | 
however, is offset by large saving in I 
expenses, yet tin- Mgs _ to tin- lj,i:njs, j 
' both on account of loss of trade and ' 
destruction of property by the Chicago 
roads alone, it i* believed will not "no 
less than Sl.OonjMU. Thisuiakcsa total 
of 87,000.000 f-.r alsnit rourtenn days ' 
diversion. 

Then there is the loss of life. In- 
cluding the slaughter in California, the 
calamity ut Hammond and in the coal 
regions of this state and in thu riotous 
precincts of Chicago this loss will not 
be less than 5n lives. More -than this 
have been wonndcj and many crippled 
for life. 

NATIONAL ARBITRATION.

Wasiiisotox. July t4. — Mr. George 
(Jem.. Miss.1 Friday offered in the sen- i 
ate an amendment to his bill creating 
a board of arbitration. It pri vided 
for tiie establishment of a commission < 
of labor to be composed of the com mis- j 
sioner of lalgir and ten additional 
mcmiicrs to lie appointed by the presi- 
dent. 

The oath of office prescribed is that 
each member will fairly and impar- 
tially discharge the duties of arbitra- 
tion impoiicd on him by the law. with- 
out respect to jx-rsons and do equal 
right to the poor and to the rich." 

This commission is to la* charged 
with the settlement of all labor dis- 
putes between railroad and other 
transportation companies who may be 
] brought before them in accordance 
with law. 

They are also required to arbitrate 
sueli disputes as may be submitted to 
them bet w ee n the employers and their 
employes in other business than inter- 
commerce when the legislature or 
governor of the state in which such 
disputes shall originate shall consent 
thereto. 

Police Blackmail Arrest. 

New York. July 14. — Samuel J. 
Campbell, a former roundsman on the 
police foiaie. and now a real estate 
agent, was arrested Friday on an in- 
dictment found against him by the 
grand jury. Campliell retired fr-nn 
the force in 1892. In evidence given 
| before the Lfixow committee he was 
accused of having forced tribute 
from the east-side Bohemian saloou- 
I keepers. 

Effected by Arbitration. 
Evaxkvii.i.k. Ind.. July 14. — The lo- 
cal potters accept the arbitration of 
t Senator Smith of New Jersey, and will 
return to work immediately. This af- 
f focts two hundred or more men whoso 
families have been almost destitute 
since the strike begun. 

Deserts the Whisky Trust. 

New York. July 14. — Cook & Itern- 
heim have severed their connection with 
the Distilling and Cattle Feeding Co.

Chicago Strikers Flocking Back to 
Their Old Places. 



Itrg-ulHrK About to l.envr If Need He t Iio 
Militia <’«u Keep Thine* Straight- I>ebs 
and III* Follower* I’rofrs* to Helleve 
That I lie Fight in Not Over. 



Chicago, Jnly 16. — Chicago is very 
rapidly resuming its normal condition. 
Of course Debs and Sovereign are say- 
ing that it is not over, and that they 
are going to fight to the bitter end. 
Debs goes so far as to say he will tio 
up every railroad in the United States, 
but he aiso Nays, or did. say, in a speech 
Friday night to five hundred of the 
strikers. "The only thing that now re- 
mains for us to accomplish is to get 
you boys back at your work. 

For the most part the railroads arc 
taking back their old employes as fast 
as they apply, and there were a great 
many applications Saturday morning. 
They are not discharging any of tho 
men who were employed to take tho | 
places of the strikers, and such of the I 
strikers as are re -employed are taken | 
ns individuals. It necessarily follow* | 
that a large number of the strikers | 
find themselves unable to secure rein- ; 
statement, and these insisted on a con- j 
tinuanee of the struggle. 

The federal troops are getting ready 
to leave. The camp on the lake front 
has tiecn busy packing, and orders for 
their departure are expected at any 
moment. It is believed that their des- 
tination is California. 

The state troops arc also on tho 
move, but enough will be held iu Chi- 
cago to prevent any possibility of a 
renewed outbreak. 

It may truthfully he said that, with 
very few exceptions, every mart in Chi- 
cago. whether employed by railroad 
or belonging to the building and trades 
council, is seeking work on practically 
any terms offered. 

President Debs, of the A. R. U., de- 
clared at 10:30 Saturday that the Chi- 
eago. Milwaukee A St. 1’aul road was 
tied up then. He said the men agreed 
Thursday night to go out and that 
they had done so. tin the other hand, 
the general manager of the Chieago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul, being inter- 
viewed. said: "It is utterly false. Not 
a man quit Saturday, hut a number of 
our ol.l men were taken back. We 
have as many ns we can use, and are 
tubing others hourly as the work in- 
crea-.es. Everything is in better shape 
now than at any time in ten days." 

Mr. Debs said he had seen Mr. Pull- 
man's statement to the public, anil the 
fact that Mr. Pullman had at last con- 
desoended to make u statement was 
very satisfactory to the A. R. U. Mr. 
Debs ai led that the commission which 
President Cleveland projmsed was ap- 
parently now uuneeesss* -v in view of 
the action of the General Managers’ 
association in refusing absolutely to 
have anything to do directly or indi- 
rectly. with the A. It. U. The presi- 
dent could, of course, still appoint sueh 
a commission, but Mr. Debs said be 
could see no u--e for sueh action by Mr. 
Cleveland now. “The general manag- 
ers,’’ said Mr. Debs, “have undertaken 
to efiffili The A .* R.U.,'ard the A. ft. U.‘ 
will fight I >ack ” 

John Egan, chairman of the General 
Managers' association, announced at 
noon Saturday that the action was 
final which was taken Friday night in 
returning to Mayor Hopkins the prop- 
osition for a return of the strikers to 
work, submitted by President Debs, of 
the A. U. U. The announcement by 
Mr. Egan was said to be a result of a 
session of the general managers, which 
was held Saturday. 

DYNAMITE USED. 

Another Attempt to Hlow I'p a IlrMgc on 
the Roek Ir-hitul Ki sill. 

Wichita, Kas.. July 16. — Another 
outrage was attempted on the Roek 
island road at South Enid, shortly be- 
fore daylight Sunday morning, some 
unknown men exploding a charge of 
dynamite under the bridge just north 
of town. 

The guard stationed at the bridge 
was fired at. and returned to secure re- 
inforcements, when the dynamite was 
planted and discharged without doing 
much damage. The telegraph wire 
between the government townsite 
and the depot at North Enid was 
cut during the night. A number 
of deputy marshals from North Kind 
were chased out of the South town 
early Sunday morning, a large Insly of 
citizens attacking them with clubs. 
Several of the citizens of South Enid 
also have been ordered to leave town 
on pain of death because of the stand 
they have taken against the outlawry. 
Round Pond is peaceful for the mo- 
ment, but all indications point to an 
outbreak aud further attacks on rail- 
road property as soon as the troops are 
withdrawn. 

What It Cost Illinois. 

SPRINGFtLD, 111., July 16. — Gov. Alt- 
geld says there will be no encampment 
of the Illinois national guard this year. 
“I don’t see how we ean have an en- 
campment," said the governor. “The 
strikes have cost us enormously, and 
we have nothing in the treasury to pay 
.for an encampment. I am sorry, hut it 
can not be helped. The present strike 
is costing about S10.000 a day for the 
soldiers alone, and when subsistence 
and transportation arc added it foots 
up a big sum every day.” 

O'Donovan Rossa May Be Elected. 

Debut, July 16. — A mass meeting 
held in Phoenix park Sunday affirmed 
that the municipal council ought to 
elect O' Donovan Rossa city marshal 
and thus record their protest, against 
his treatment in prison. The meeting 
also resolved to reassemble in front of 
the city hall, when Rossa will appear 
as a candidate.

It may not begeneniily known iu this 
section that numerous so-called detective 
agencies exist in various Northern cities, 
which reap a rich harvest among verdant 
youths throughout the length and lueadtli 
>>i the laud, who have developed tenden- 
cies to become detectives. These pro- 
clivities have their origin in the habit of 
readiug pernicious dime novel literature 
aud the like, wherein the adventures of 
great detectives, having no existence in 
reality, are depicted in tlainiug colots. 
These fraudulent concerns o|K-rate by 
proposing to a[*|*oint young men detec- 
tives, assigning such territory to them 
as they may desire. A youth who wishes 
to become a detective is soon accommo- 
dated by remitting the sum of oik* dol- 
lar to one of these agencies, ami in re- 
turn for which he receives an iiuixjsing 
looking commission and a Mnshy badge, 
and armed with these “greeny” is a full- 
fledged detective, in his mind, prewired 
to ferret <>nt crookedness aud shadow 
crooks. In his innocent mind he has 
figured out and planned a vast amount of 
nnpnrtjmt work, In \vhi.-b‘!7o sees adven- 
ture rich and varied, and plenty of it. 

An ex-ot*icer of the law, who is famil- 
iar with the operations of these so-called 
detective agencies, says they are doing a 
rushing business at present, amt that 
this immediate section is tarnishing uot 
a few “suckers” for these enterprises, 
which are products peculiar to Yanke*- 
dom alone. He affirms that there are 
not less than a dozen of these wunld-lie 
“detectives” in communities close around 
11 s. Richmond has two, and they believe 
they are on the verge of uiiearthing 
more crookedness than all the regulars 
in the State could jiossibly discover in 
six months. It is amusing to watch their 
antics anil movements. I 11 their earnest 
ami serious manner there is a strange 
blending of grotesque humor and pity. 
< toe of them is regularly at the arrival of 
every train, on the lookout for “suspects.” 
If he sights au individual whom lie 
*tl links should be classed as such, there 
is no time lost in finding out something 
about him. The new arrival, or “sus- 
IK-ct,” may lie en mute for some hotel, 
in which ease, the “detective” is right at 
the hotel register w hen he gets there, 
takiug notes and making observations, 
which lie carefully forwards to liead- 
ipuirters without delay. The “detect- 
ives” are kept pretty busy dodging in 
and out of the post-office, the hotels, de- 
pots, aud other places where then* is a 
l*ossibility of capsizing a “susjiect” or 
gathering up the links of a long chain of 
crookedness. But one of them ran against 
a snag recently that was not pleasant. A 
gentleman stranger emerged from the 
|*ost-otfice reading a letter, ami one of 
the “detectives” slipped up near enough 
to him to catch a glimpse of the letter, 
ami the stranger, thinking that move- 
ment a little too fresh, turned as if he 
would resent the impertinence by a 
blow with his list, ami the detective re- 
treated in short order, much dismayed 
and chagrined. 

Otir informant savs that there is a 
would-be “detective” in tiie neighbor- 
hood ot Valley View, another at Iauicas- 
ter and one at or near Red House. He 
knows the names of many of them, but 
declined to divulge them. The den- 
izens of Speedwell are doubtless not 
aware of it, hut they have one of these 
would-be “detectives” very near them. 
Berea is not slighted, and the one there 
came very near creating a sensation a 
short time since, which would have 
brought down on himasevere thrashing. 

These misguided youths soon discover 
that they are victims of “a delusion and 
a snate,” and feel heartily ashamed ot 
themselves. 

There never was a law made that can 
reach the rascals w ho ( arrv on these de- 
tective-agency frauds, as they have 
flourished for years; but they need an- 
nihilating about as bad as any rascality 
that can be mentioned.

The impaired condition of clover is 
not confined to our State. There is a re- 
duction of nearly five {mints in the aver- 
age condition of ail the States, as com- 
pared with last year. There lias been 
very little clover cut tor hav, and, con- 
sequently, very little seed will be saved 
tills fall. The average condition on July 
1st was 71 per cent. 

TIMOTHY. 

Timothy is being cut ; the crop is very 
indifferent, nearly every field filled with 
cheat and white top. .Many fields not 
worth cutting. The crop will lie unus- 
ually short. The condition July 1st is 
its per cent. 

CORN. 

Everything looks promising at this 
date for a good corn crop. The farmer 
has certainly done his part. First, the 
ground was well prepared before plant- 
ing, and next, the crop has been well 
cultivated ; the color of the -talk is dark, 
and the grow th looks vigorous. It has 
not, as yet, suffered for the want of rain, 
hut in many places it is beginning to 
want it. The conditiou of the crop July 
1st was 92 per cent. 

TOBACCO. 

It is a very diflic.ult matter at this 
stage of the tobacco crop to get a corn-ct 
report, as corretqmmleuta differ so wide. 
They differ as to acreage and a- to the 
condition of the plant. The season has 
been fine for setting in some counties, 
plenty of rain, while in other counties 
the gronnd was not sufficiently wet, and 
the hot weather has killed tbe plants. 
The acreage and condition of the plant 
on Jaly 1st, as reported by the corres- 
pondents to this office : acreage 80 {>er 
cent., condition 83 per cent. 

FECIT. 

To read the reports of correspondents 
to this office is sufficient to show how 
disastrous the seasou has been for all 
kinds of fruit. And then, after reading 
the reports of the other 8 tates, there is 
not very much encouragement that we 
will be able to eat very much fruit this 
year. The condition of the fruit crop in 
the eight States, which produce the com- 
mercial peach crop of the country, name- 
ly : New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, 
Virginia, Georgia, Ohio, Alichigan and 
California is a small fraction over 40 per 
cent 

The condition of apples is somewhat 
better tbau peaches, some few States le- 
portiug good crops. I w ill not undertake 
to give a {>er cent of the crop in our State. 

STOCK. 

The prices of cattle and hog- have j 
kept np welL Mules and horses not so 1 
good. In the language of one of my cor- 
respondents : “The general condition of 
man and beast all over the State is good, 
for which we shonld ever be thankful.”

In several of the shallow and slow- 
flowing streams of the sooth of Eng- 
land — notably the upper waters of the 
Lea, the Yer, and the Mimram. all 
Hertfordshire streams — the “tailer" is 
well known to the exasperated dry fly* 
fisherman. "And what on earth is the 
j ‘tailer’?” the angler not acquainted 
1 with these and other similar waters 
may inquire without shame. 

The “tailer,” says the Pall Mall Bod- 
j get, may be best described as a rather 
1 gross feeder, destitute of the artistio 
i instinct and the culture which the dry- 
fly fisherman associates with the 
trout that can only be taken by an 
exact imitation of natural fly. It is 
called a “tailer” because, when its 
head is plunged into the weeds in pur- 
suit of freshwater shrimp, its tail 
breaks the surface of the stream and 
waves in the air. At the commence- 
ment of the fishing season the “tail- 
ing” trout is usually very busy , and 
very observable in several famous riv- 
ers. At this season of the year the 
larger fish are. as a rule, in Indifferent 
or in absolutely bad condition; they 
are exceedingly hungry after the ex- 
haustion of spawning operations, and 
are consequently not in the humor to 
waste time on an occasional small 
olive dnu, or some other insignificant 
fly. Wuter-shrimp is fat and appe- 
tising, and in many streams exceed- 
ingly plentiful. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that it forms the staple dish 
of trout, which the paugs of hunger in 
the early spring assail almost unceas- 
ingly. In early June the big trout 
will eschew water-shrimp for May-fly, 
and later on in the season, when they 
are in fine condition, will feed with be- 
fitting daintiness. 

It is not much use, as a rule, fishing 
up stream with a “dry" over a “tailer.”

Though in this country early mar- 
riages are less frequent than in Europe, 
because here tiie occupations of wom- 
en are so numerous that nearly 
every young woman can maintain 
herself respectably by earning her 
own living, while in Europe the 
same class find matrimony almost 
the only avenue through which 
they can escape from a dependent po- 
sition at home, says the Roston Her- 
ald. It is none the less important to 
know that the marriages contracted 
before the parties iiave reached -0 are 
to be regretted. The reasons are that 
the offspring of women who are mar- 
ried before IS inherit the imperfect 
physical development of their mothers 
and do not reach mature life with 
strong constitutions. The healthiest 
offspring arc l»orn to mothers between 
20 and 30, who are united to liuslutnds 
between :U> and 40, and it has been 
fonnd in Europe, where early marriages 
are very common, that the deaths 
of children from weak constitutions 
are twice as large among the children 
whose mothers were under 20 years of 
age us they were among the children 
of mothers who were over UO. The 
difference between America and Eu- 
rope in this matter of early marriages 
is chiefly due to the way in which our 
girls are able to reach ont to self-sup- 
port after they have attained a mar- 
riageable age. 

l>r. Cyrus Edson. in the North Amer- 
ican. gives important statistics to show 
that, although in this country the evil 
of early marriages is not so great as it 
might be. the number of brides

NEW HOME FOR THE CZAR. 

It M*r Be Rstabtisiieil at Kieff In the In- 
t^rMl of the Autocrat'll Health. 

Discussing the report that the czar, 
upon medical advice, has determined 
to make his permanent home in Kieff, 
a writer in the London Spectator says: 
“The population of Russia, for nearly 
a generation, has been slipping south- 
wanl, in search of culturable soil, and 
the living forces of the empire urc now 
far nearer to Kieff and the Dnieper 
than to the Neva and tit. Petersburg. 
If to these reasons the argument of 
health is added, we can well believe 
that the czar has decided on a perma- 
nent change of residence, and if ho 
has, he must also have decided on a 
permanent change of capitaL He can- 
not lire twenty years away from the 
administrative center. The foreign 
ambassadors, the great departments, 
the men who govern Russia, must at- 
tend the sovereign; and if they attend 
him, they must, for convenience sake, 
as well as for the sake of their own 
dignity, begin to build. There is am- 
ple room on the Dneiper for a great 
city, plenty of stone procurable, as the 
ancient monuments attest, anti a sup- 
ply of labor at least as abundant as 
that which maintains St. Petersburg. 
There is no historic prejudice to be of- 
fended, for Kieff is far more nearly

TRICKY LIONS.

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MAKING a NltdlT OF IT. 
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Scientists Trj nz to Find Out If the Earth 
Is Off Its Base. 

It may not be very generally known, 
writes a W’ashington correspondent, 
that observations are to be made si- 
multaneously at Washington and at 
Manila, in the Philippine islands, 
which is almost directly opposite Wash- 
ington on the other side of the globe, 
to see what is the matter with the axis 
of our little planet. Observations 
show that for some time the earth has 
not been revolving on that important, 
if imaginary, support, as she has done 
for centuries, and scientists have de- 
cided that it is time to find out, if pos- 
sible. what it all means. Those who 
have studted the subject declare that, 
if the variations continue, in the 
course of some very long and very indef- 
inite period we shall have an arctic 
climate at Washington, and the lati- 
tude of every place on the globe will 
be changed, and our ge ographies will 
he useless. An equatorial telescope 
has been finished and sent to Manila, 
and before long diligent inquiry will 
be made into the whys and wherefores 
of the peculiar performances of old 
Mother Earth.

HANGING DESERTERS. 

T»**tc incident of the War Between tbe 
United Staten and Mexico. 

A tragic incident of Scott's campaign 
in Mexico was recently told by Gen. 
McKinstry. a veteran of that war, to 
a writer in the SL Louis Post- Dispatch 
The occurrence, as thus graphically re- 
lated. has been glossed over or omitted 
as of no importance by the historians 
of that g*loooub march. 

“At the battle of Churubn.sco,” said 
the general, “we captured a large num- 
ber of deserters from cur service, who 
were duly tried by court-martial and 
sentenced to execution by hanging. 

“The execution of oue batch of these 
miserable • natures by Gen-. Harney 
was somewhat tragical. In a field near 
the convent of Churubasco stood trees 
with crotehed tops, along which poles 
were extended, on which hides were 
dried by the- Mexicans. On these ridge 
poles some sixty or seventy deserters 
were executed by hanging. Harney, 
acting as provost marshal, had charge 
of the execution. For this ourpose an 
adequate number of six-mule govern- 
ment terms were driven and stationed
